We seem to have come to tho time in this country 
when ‘’lite tooi‘ and “his money* arc synonymous words.; 
Money is so plenty that stock speculation is rampant and 
and “Blue Sky” stocks are flooding the land like grass­ 
hoppers did Kansas forty years ago. 
All that is neces­ 
sary is to promise seven or eight per cent interest—no 
regard whatever being paid as to absolute worth of the 
stock itself. And very often this fictitious interest is. 
paid at first, from borrowed money, to draw the suckers 
on, so as to use them as bait with which to catch other 
suckers. 
A single Cincinnati broker advertises over thirty 
different stocks. Of course many of these are of good 
concerns, but mixed in with these are doubtless dozens 
t h a t a r e wholly worthless—not worth as 4 much as the 
paper on which printed. So many "greenier are taken 
in by these stock sharks, that Congress is trying to pro­ 
tect the innocent fools and has up for consideration the 
Kenyon “Blue Sky’* bill. 
The craze to buy worthless stock is worse than the 
“gold brick” mania of thirty years ago, when the green­ 
horns bit with avidity at the naked hook—showing how 
sadly they needed guardians. The public loss is because 
of the diversion of this amount of capital from legitimate 
industry into the hands of speculators where it does no­ 
body any good but the scoundrel sharks who make a 
business "of victimizing others. 
One witness before Congress estimated that the cap­ 
italization of oil projects alone during 1919 was eight or 
ten billions of dollars. Likely one-half or more of this 
was pure '‘blue sky” stuff, wholly worthless. It has been 
shown that some of these oil stocks are based on sup­ 
positious oil lands, where not a well has been sunk, but 
because there are some oil producing wells in that same 
township. 
The world is full of fools. Some of these have been 
lucky and have stumbled on wealth which is burning 
their pockets to get out. All such are easy marks tor the 
get rich quick solicitor who cares for nothing but his 
big per cent for selling these “blue sky* worthless stocks. 
There are some such solicitors who are trading on their 
own respectability to dupe their fellow men, who ought 
% be ashamed of the busine**'. 
The greatest of fools is he who imposes on himself, 
tnd thinks certainly he knows that which he has least 
investigated, and of which he is thoroughly ignorant. 
This is the avaricious fool, bent only on getting what he 
deems a big interest for his money, wholly risking the 
principal. Remember the Mexican Durango iron Moun­ 
tain scheme of thirty years ago which took liOO.OOO good 
dollars out of Xenia, not one cent of which ever came 
back.
